ſors be, and they hereby are incorporated for ſaid purpoſe, and 
made a body politic by the name of Ux io Comeany, and 
by that name ſhall be, and are hereby made capable in law, to 
have, purchaſe, receive, poſſeſs and enjoy, to them and their 
Succeſſors, real and perſonal Eſtate, of every kind, to an 
amount not exceeding One Hundred and Twenty Thouſand Dol- 
lars at any one time, and the ſame or any part thereof may fell, ' 
grant and alien may fue and be ſued, plead and be implead- 
ed, defend and be defended, in all Courts whatever—may 
have and uſe a common Seal—may ordain and put in execution 
ſuch By-Laws and Regulations as ſhall be deemed neceſſary 
and convenient for the well ordering and governing ſaid Cor- 
poration, and to do and execute all acts and things to them ap- 
pertaining, ſubject to the rules, reſtrictions and proviſions herein 
after provided.
